Broken 
divisions ate, of course, Withdrawn to 
quiet sectors, and reappear, after a longer 
or shorter peiiod in proportion to their 
losses, im the centres of active fighting. 
Some of the hundred and forty divisions 
already engaged have thus reappeared 
twice, or even three times, in the course 
of Uy past sis weeks. The value of these 
reconstituted divisions, however, obviously 
grows less and less The vitel factor in 
the em} pt uf reserves is the number 
of fresh available. Presumably
